The  Committee,  in  again  presenting  their  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts,  are  happy  to  observe 
that  while  blindness  generally  throughout  the  country  is 
diminishing,  the  number  of  candidates  elected  or  seeking 
election  to  this  Asylum  is  steadily  increasing,  being 
greator  in  the  year  1891  than  it  has  been  for  ten  years 
previously.  This  may  bo  taken  as  gratifying  proof  of 
confidence  in  the  management,  as  well  as  of  increasing 
appreciation  of  the  benefits  which  for  lire  past  99  years 
the  Institution  has  been  the  means  of  conferring  upon 
this  afflicted  class  of  the  community.

Of  the  eight  pupils  who  left,  two  only  remained  long 
enough  to  acquire  sufficient  skill  as  likely  to  become 
self-supporting  ; the  others  left  short  of  that  time. 

While  even  a limited  period  in  an  Institution 
specially  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  blind  cannot  fail 


/ 
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to  be  beneficial,  the  importance  to  tbe  pupils  of  remaining 
long  enough  to  complete  their  training  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  the  cases  of  success  consist  almost 
entirely  of  those  who  have  done  so.  The  Committee 
therefore  deprecate  the  removal  of  pupils  before  the 
expiration  of  their  time,  except  from  adequate  causes, 
as  it  deprives  them  of  sufficient  training,  which  can 
hardly  be  acquired  in  less  than  seven  years,  a longer 
period  being  necessary  in  many  eases. 

The  conduct  of  the  pupils  generally  has  been  satis- 
factory ; in  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  exceed  the 
ordinary  discipline  of  the  school,  and  their  progress  has 
been  well  attested  by  the  examiner.  Mr.  C.  If.  B. 
Elliott,  H.M.  Inspector,  again  kindly  undertook  this 
work,  and  reports  as  follows  : — 

tl  The  behaviour  of  the  scholars  is  satisfactory. 
The  work  of  the  day  school,  which  has  been  seen  at 
some  disadvantage  owing  to  a comparatively  recent 
change  in  the  staff,  comes  out  creditably  ; there  is  rather 
more  vigour  in  the  teaching,  and  the  scholars  seem  to 
express  themselves  more  clearly  than  was  the  case  last 
year.  I am  very  glad  that  the  girls  have  begun  to  learn 
sewing.  The  teaching  of  the  night  school,  which  rs 
naturally  attended  with  a good  deal  more  difficulty, 
appears  to  be  satisfactorily  carried  on,  and  does  Mr. 
George  (their  teacher)  credit. 

The  course  of  education,  besides  reading,  writing, 
and  cyphering  by  the  special  methods,  includes  nearly  all 
the  subjects  taught  in  an  ordinary  elementary  day 
school,  the  various  standards  of  which  provide  sufficient 
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groundwork  of  learning  for  any  position  the  pupils  arc 
likely  to  be  called  upon  to  fill. 

The  Committee,  however,  while  not  aiming  at  any 
of  the  higher  branches  of  education,  carry  out  as  far  as 
practicable  suggestions  from  time  to  time  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  school  and  library,  to  which  considerable 
additions  have  recently  been  made. 

The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  music  and  singing 
appears  to  be  satisfactory,  j udging  by  the  reports  of  Mr. 
S.  Rootham  and  Miss  D.  Blinkhorn,  as  well  as  by  the 
increased  attendance  and  interest  displayed  by  the  public 
at  the  quarterly  Monday  concerts  in  the  Music-hall. 

The  technical  course  of  instruction  proceeds  as  usual, 
and  consists  of  basket-making  and  chair-caning  for  the 
boys,  who  may  also  leam  piano-tuning,  and  besides 
chair-caning  the  girls  are  instructed  in  crochet  and  wool 
work,  to  which  sewing  has  recently  been  added.  The 
Committee  recognise  the  importance  of  a periodical, 
systematic,  and  independent  examination  in  every  depart- 
ment, in  order  to  secure  efficiency  as  far  as  possible. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  pupils  receives  its  duo 
share  of  attention.  Swedish  drill,  under  Miss  Dahl, 
contributes  much  to  development  and  improved  deport- 
ment. 

A regretful  feature  in  the  accounts  is  the  somewhat 
diminished  amount  of  donations  and  subscriptions,  in 
which  the  Asylum  has  not  been  singular.  The  Com- 
mittee confidently  appeal  for  increased  support  in  this 
direction.  Repairs,  renewals,  and  reconstructions  have 
to  be  provided  for  more  than  formerly,  and  with 
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the  reduction  in  Consols  it  makes  the  most  care- 
ful management  necessary  to  preserve  intact  the  per- 
manent income  of  the  Asylum.  In  order  to  bring  every 
department  under  the  closest  observation,  monthly 
visitors  have  been  appointed  in  addition  to  the  House 
Committee,  whose  combined  labours  have  been  attended 
with  good  results. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  appreciation 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  public  have  contributed  to 
increased  returns  in  the  trade  department  by  the  order's 
which  have  been  given  for  baskets,  mats,  chair-caning, 
and  wool  work  made  by  the  inmates.  This  has  been  the 
more  noticeable  as  the  Post-office  baskets,  the  repairs  of 
which  formed  a considerable  item,  were  withdrawn, 
notwithstanding  which  all  the  blind  journeymen  were 
kept  fully  employed.  Generally,  the  earnings  of  the 
blind  are  inadequate  to  a proper  subsistence,  and  the 
supplementary  dinners  which  have  been  provided 
continue  to  be  almost  a necessity.  The  Committee 
would  greatly  regret,  from  strictly  business  and 
economical  considerations,  to  be  obliged  to  deprive  them 
of  this  privilege,  or  to  reduce  the  number  at  present 
employed,  and  have  therefore  again  to  urge  the  claims  of 
the  industrious  blind,  who  arc  thus  so  directly  benefited 
by  every  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Asylum  as  well 
as  by  any  orders  for  work  which  may  be  given  by  the 
public. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  commend  the 
Institution  to  the  same  Providential  earc  which  has 
watched  over  it  for  so  many  years. 
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CHAPLAIN’S  EE  PORT. 


The  record  of  the  past  year  differs  little  from  that 
of  the  years  preceding  it  since  I became  Chaplain  of  the 
Institution,  only,  on  the  whole,  I think  I perceive 
grounds  for  satisfaction  in  the  improved  moral  and 
spiritual  tone  of  the  Pupils.  Once  during  the  year 
there  was  that  which  caused  me  uneasiness  for  the 
moment,  but,  upon  a close  investigation,  I found  thnt 
the  conduct  of  a few,  which  seemed  to  deserve  a 
caution,  was  quite  misunderstood.  The  satisfaction  of 
which  1 speak  arises  not  so  much  from  individual  cases 
of  marked  improvement  as  from  the  genera!  good  feeling 
and  temper,  which  appear  to  prevail  among  the  Pupils 
of  the  establishment.  I can  hardly  expect  anything 
better.

There  is  very  little  for  me  to  report  upon.  About 
the  usual  number  of  trivial  cases  has  needed  my 
attention ; but  there  has  been  no  severe  illness  in  the 
year.  In  the  early  months  influenza  appeared,  hut  no 
pupil  was  seriously  ill  with  it.  No  pupil  had  to  he  sent 
to  the  Infirmary  for  illness  ; one  girl  was  admitted  for 
operation  on  account  cf  a painful  condition  of  her  eye.

having  been  sufficiently  instructed,  or  on  account  of  miscon- 
duct, or  any  cause  whatever  ; and  in  all  cases  to  pay  the 
expense  of  removal,  and  in  case  of  death  to  defray  the 

expenses  of  the  funeral.

“Ordered  that  the  friends  or  parents  of  candidates  for 
admission  be  informed  that  in  all  cases  it  will  be  necessary 
that  the  candidates  should  attend  at  the  Asylum  before  12 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  by 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

“Every  Pupil  admitted  shall  be  considered  probationary 
for  a period  of  three  months,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
capability  of  improvement,  as  well  as  the  moral  disposition,  of 
the  Pupil.” 


Noth.— Pupils  under  the  age  of  14  may  require  to  remain  Until 
tnoy  arc  21,  as  trade  teaching  does  not  commence  until  they  arc 
14,  and  it  takes  seven  years  to  complete  their  training. 
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RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  APPLICANTS 
FOR  ADMISSION. 


1. — That  they  are  required  to  come  decently  clothed,  and 
with  change  of  clothes. 

2.  — That  if  any  applicant,  after  admission,  is  found  to  be 
deficient  in  intellect,  afflicted  with  fits,  or  with  any  other 
disorder  prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person 
will  be  immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

3.  —Persons  applying  for  admission  are  desired  to  observe 
that  the  object  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to 
teach  them  the  means  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 


4.  — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom- 
mended by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5.  — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year  s board 
money  in  advance , and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant 
in  Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such 
half-yearly  payment,  always  in  advance,  and  on  failure 
thereof  such  blind  persons  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends 
or  parishes. 

6. — Should  a Pupil  be  dismissed  for  misconduct  or  leave 
the  Institution  from  caprice  or  otherwise,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  before  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  no  portion  of  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be 
returned. 


7 .—That  each  Person  recommended  by  a Life  Member  or 
Subscriber  of  twelve  months'  standing,  living  in  the  parish,  or 
one  adjoining  that  of  the  person  recommended  (provided  the 
other  requisites  are  satisfactory ) be  received  in  preference  to  any 
other  candidate. 


8. — No  Male  applicant,  who  is  under  Nine  or  above 
Twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  no  Female  under  Nine  or 
above  Twenty-five,  can  be  placed  on  the  list  of  candidates. 

9.  —The  Pupils  are  usually  allowed  One  Month’s  holiday  m 
the  Summer,  and  Two  Weeks’  holiday  at  Christmas,  but 
such  holidays,  together  with  the  times  of  their  commence- 
ment and  termination,  are  entirely  at  the  option  ot  tne 
Committee. 


N.B. -None  can  be  received  into  the  Asylum  as  Pupils 
until  they  can  dress  and  undress  themselves  without 
assistance.

The  Parents  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Blind  are  unable 
to  bear  the  expense  of  educating  their  children  in  Institutions. 
It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  here  to  insert  some 
of  the  laws  that  now  exist  in  favour  of  the  Blind,  to  show  how 
far  they  can  be  assisted  in  their  education  by  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor. 


LEGISLATION  IN  THE  INTEREST  OF  TIIE 
BLIND  AND  OF  DEAF  MUTES. 


Guardians  may  Maintain  and  Educate  in  Certified  Schools. 

25  and  2G  Vie.  (1862),  cap.  43,  sec.  1.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Parish  or  Union  may  send  any  poor  child  to  any  school 
certified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  supported  wholly  or 
partially  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which 
shall  be  willing  to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the 
funds  in  their  possession  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance, clothing,  and  education  of  such  child  therein,  during 
the  time  suoh  child  shall  remain  at  such  school  (not  exceeding 
the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during 
the  same  period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  n the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
his  or  her  funeral. 

Sec.  9.  No  child  shall  be  sent  under  this  Act  to  any 
school  which  is  conducted  ai  the  prnciplcs  of  a religious 
denomination  to  which  such  child  does  not  belong. 

Sec.  10 The  word  “School”  shall  extend  to 

any  Institution  established  for  the  instruction  of  blind,  deaf, 
dumb,  lame,  deformed,  or  idiotic  persous,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  certified  Reformatory  School, 
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Guardians  may  send  Deaf  Mutes  or  Blind  to  Uncertified 
Schools. 

31  and  32  Vic.  (1868),  cap.  122,  sec.  42.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Union  or  Parish  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  send  any  poor  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  child  to  any 
school  fitted  for  the  reception  of  such  child,  though  such 
school  shall  not  have  been  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  the  25th  and  20th  years  of  Victoria,  chapter  43. 


Guardians  may  subscribe  towards  support  of  Institutions , 
Associations , etc. 

42  and  43  Vic.  (1S79),  cap.  54,  sec.  10.  Whereas  by  Section 
4 of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  1851,  Guardians  are 
authorised,  with  such  consent  ns  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  public 
Hospital  or  Infirmary  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  extend  the  said  section.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows : — 

The  provisions  of  the  said  section  shall  extend  to  authorise 
the  Guardians,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  any  Asylum  or  Institution  for  blind  persons, 
or  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  or  for  persons  suffering  from 
any  permanent  or  natural  infirmity,  or  towards  any  Associa- 
tion or  Society  for  aiding  such  persons,  or  for  providing  nurses, 
or  for  aiding  boys  and  girls  in  service,  or  towards  any  other 
Asylum  or  Institution  which  appears  to  the  Guardians,  with 
such  consent  as  aforesaid,  to  be  calculated  to  render  useful  aid 
in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  any  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
